Some printed shetts, consistitig of bin address 
of the hon. Joht. Rardolptr, of ake, to the 
freeholders of certain countics in Virginia, and of 
what ptirports to be the fragment? ofa speech of 
that gentleman delivered in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, have falleh into my hands. ‘The au- 
thor appears to think that particular decisions of 
that body, of which he undertakes to present an 
account, have unwarrantably restricted the five. 
dom of debate. However reluctant I may be to of- 
fev niyself in this way, to your notice, when a 
member of the House of Representatives fends the 
high authority of his name to àn incorrect slate- 
ment of a transaction, and which, by the omisst- 
op of inàterial circumstances, exhibits only à par- 
tial view ofthe case, I think it due to the public, 
whose judgment and interposition have been in- 
voked, to hive the matter set fully and accurately 
before them. It is my intention to aim at the ut- 
cainplishment of this object. It is not my pur- 
pose to notice particularly the manner or the sub- 
slañice of the residuc ofthost compositions. How 
Yar the political 1 and sentiments ofthe 
athor are just, the world may judge. 
lo the commencement of the observations of 
Mi. R. alter announcing his purpose to make a 
meilon, it js true that, Mr. Wright having called 
him to order, because there Was no motion before 
the louse, it was stated. by me that; as he had 
signified his intention, it was usual to admit pre- 
‚fetory remarks. Mr. R. proceeded, and having 
gone very much at large into thé question ef the 
repeal of tie French Deerées, the subject of bloc- 
kades and other topics, J let the Chair for a few 
minutes, placing there my friend Mr. Bibb, as 
my substitute.

Various are the expedients resorted to by deli- 
berative bodies to conduct the business on which 
they ave called upon to act.

sider, In the house of repiesentatives we 
practise the rule to consider and do not the 
motion fo proceed to the veders of the day. The 
object of ail bodies, on this jubject, is the same 
—so to arrange the sul bels of defiberation as 
best to proifiote the public interest. Their ex- 
perience will, from time tome, suggest the de. 
feels in pre-éxisting rules Aud th nécéssity of 
adapting new ones to new exigencies as they arise, 
This rute to consider was a novel one to me when 
{ came mto.the house of representatives: I found 
most of the old members clinging to it with grèat 
tenacity, and subsequent observation Fas salistied 
nie of Xs wisdom, and removed whatever daubis 
I entertained originally ofits propriéty. M has 
been indiscriminatery aplica by the house to members 
of ull parties.

The obvious reply is, that an induletnce of sucha 
privilege exposes the body to gi dat abusó by any 
"member who can obtuina'sccond; &, in thedanger 
of opposite abuses, it is belivved there. is greater 
safly on the side of prenter nambers. Tlie 1e6pon- 
sibility ofa répresénatived body for what is done cx- 
ints noless than for what is not done. It is not,there- 
fore, probable that it will refuse to consider, and 
consequently To adopt, a masure presented for 
its dehiberativa’under circunistances unexception- 
able as to tin.é, form and nature of the proposi- 
tion, The abuse, however, of x rule, in its prac- 
tiéal operation, is Jest tested by an examination 
of the cases to which it has beet applied.

Eutract of a letter from an officer in the United 
Slates’ Army lo the Luitor, dated 
CHAMPLAIN, June 13, 1812. 

“© The Legislotare of Canada have lately pass- 
ed a law to raise an army by way of dralt or con- 
scription composed of unmarried meu from the 
age of 18 to 30 years; the drafted are not allowed 
to procure substitutes, but to be embodied imme- 
tiiately for two years, without respect to person 
or property; which causes great uneasiness a. 
mong tis majesty Jehn Kts loyal subjects. 

By a respectable gentleman direct ironi Mon. 
treal, 1 learn, that about forty miles above Mon- 
treal, a body of men collected together, composed 
ofabout four hundred, with a determination not 
to comply with the above mentioned law, but to 
resist to the last extremity ; that on the arrival of 
thisnews at Montreal, the King's attorney had 
issued hs warrants and senta bailiTte apprehend 
certain ringleaders; he being more 88 than 
courageous, did not venture witiin eight or ten 
miles of the main body, where he fuund one of 
the unfortunato rebels, and confined him in Mon- 
trcal jail. Since writing the above, by a genile- 
man from the same place, who states that about 
20 leagues below Montred, four parishes had 
arose en masse with a resolution that they would 
not take up arms to support tyranny; that one 
of the principal ringleaders was put under arrest; 
the inhabitants, by wey of committee, made, 
known to the civil officers, „tnat if the prisoner 
was confined they. were determined to level the 
walls of the jail tu the ground. Ihe priests have 
interfered to have the commonalty comply with 
the law, but of no avail; they were resolved not 
to wear red coats to please his majesty. 

„There ate daily numbers of young men com- 
ing over to the states from the province to evade 
the law.” x Monitor.

THE TERMS OF THE STAR, ' 
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(BY AUTHORITY.) 
AN ACT 
To prohibit American vessels from proceeding to 
ortrading with theenemies ofthe United States, 
and for other pps: 

BE it enacted bythe Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives ofihe United States of America, in Cong; ess 
assemb!cd, That no ship or vessel, owned in wnole 
or in part by a cilizen or citizens of the United 
States, shall be permitted to clear out or depart 
from any port or place w. thin the limits ofthe U. 

"States or territories thereef,lo any foreign port or 
place, till the owner or ewners, agent, factor, 
«fieighter, master or commander, shall have given 
«bond, with sufficient security, in the amount of 
such ship or vessel and cargo, not to proceed to or 
«trade with the enemies ofthe United States. And 
if any ship or vessel owned as aforesaid, shall de- 
art from any port or placé within the limits of the 
Jnited States or terrilurics thereof,for any foreign 
port or place without giving bond with security 
8 such ship or vessel, and cargo, shall be 
forfeited to the use of the United States; and the 
owner or owners, freighter, factor or agent,mast- 
er or commander, shall severally forfeit and pay a 
sum equal to the value of such slip or vessel and 
cargo; and the said master or commander, il privy 
thereto, and being thereo! convicted, shall be tia- 
ble to.a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
and imprisoned for a term not exceeding twelve 
months,in the discretion of the court. EA 

Suc. 2 Aud be it further enacted, That if any citi- 

zen or citizens ofthe United States, or persons 
inhabiting the same; shall transport er attempt to 
tvansport, over land or otherwise, in any wasgon, 
cart, sleigh, boat, or otherwise, naval or military 
stores,arms or the munitions of war,or any article 
of provision, from any place of the U. States, 
to any place in Upper or Lower Canada, Nova 
Scotia or New Brunswick, the waggon, cart, 
sleigh, boat, or the thing by which the said naval 
or military stores, arms,or munitions of war or ar- 
ticles of provision are transported or attempted to 
be trans ported, together with such naval or mili- 
tary stores, arms, or munitions of war or provi- 
sions, shall be forfeited to the use of the U. States 
and the person or persons aiding or privy to the 
same shall severally forfeit and pay to the use of 
the U. States a sum equal in value to the waggen, 
cart, sleigh, boat, or thing by which the said naval 
or military stores, arms or munitions ef war, or 
articles ofprovision,aretransported,orare attempt-

any article prohibited as aforesaid is shipped or 
transported, or attempted to be shipped or trans- 

rted contrary to the provisions of this act

or vessel belonging toany citizen or citizens, sub- 
ject or subjects of any state or kingdom in amity 
with the United States, except such as at the pas- 
sage of this act shall belong to the citizen or citi- 
.zens,subject or subjects obsuch state or kingdom, 
or which shall hereafter be built in the limits of a 
state or kingdom in amity with the U. States, or 

urchased by a citizen or citizens, subject or sub- 
jects of a state or kingdom in amity with the U. 
States aforesaid, froma citizen or citizens of the 
U, States, shall be admitted into any port or place 
ofthe U, States, unless forced by a stress ot wea-

Britain and Ireland or its dependen: i ., on or be- 
fore the first day of September next, shall not be 
liable to be captured or condemned, but the same 
shull be permitted to enter and depart from any 
port or place in the U. States : Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to af- 
fect any Cartel, or vessel with flag of Truce. 

And be it further enacied, That the Pre- 
sident of the United States be, and he is hereby an- 
thovised to give at any time within six months af- 
ter the passage of this act, passports for the safe 
transportation of any ship or other property be- 
longing to British subjects,und which is now with- 
in the limits ofthe U. States,

son, being a citizen of the U. States, or residing 
therein, who shall receive, accept or obtain a li- 
éense from the government of G. Britain, or any 
oficer thereof,forleave to carry any merchandize,

Before the subscriber one of the assistant jnd ges 
of the Bourbon circuit—personally came Steph: 
Ruddell, aged forty three years, who being duly 
sworn upon the Holy Evangelists of Almighty 
Gob, did depose and say, that in the year 1780, 
hethe deponent, was taken prisoner by the Shaw- 
anoe tribe of Indians, at the taking of Ruddell's 
station, on Licking, in the now county of Bour- 
bon, and that he and his brother Aörakum remain- 
ed in captivity with the said Indians forthe space 
„G years, and until they were religved under 
Wayne's treaty : “Chat during the period moresaid, 
he, the said deponent, was very frequently out on 
excursions with them—when they killed and 
seulped many white people, aud that those scalps 
were N taken to Detroit and there deliver- 
ed anto M. Kee, Ellicott, &c, who were the prin- 
cipal British agents acting at that place: who re- 
ceived them from said Indians and paid them for 
them. 

The said deponent states further, that he was in 
Wayne's rhc, rh the Indians on the Maw- 
mee river; thator the morning or evening ofthe 
day before the engayemer.i,the deponent saw the 
British ollicers at the fort where the engagement 
took place, roll out and deliver to the Indians se- 
veral barrels of gun powder out of which the said de- 
poncat filled his horn; That during the period a- 
foresuid the said deponent frequently heard the 
British officers exhort the Indians ty go to war 
with the whites, and take sides with the British : 
The deponent states that a British oflicer by the 
name of Caldwell, with about 10 men, did actually 
join the said Indians and were in the engagement 
against Wayne; ‘That the artillery taken from St. 
Clair, was hid by the Indians, and about the time 
of one of the engayements with ane, the Bri- 
tish brought forward artillery men, ball and amu- 
nition to enable the Indians to use them against 
the whites in said engagement: That during an 
engagement at Fort Recovery the said depenent 
saw a British officer kill a white man by shooting 
him, and wterwards tomahawktd and scalped him.

NARRATIVE. 

In the year of our Lord 1780, I was taken cap. 
tive by the Shawanoe tribe of Indians, at the tak. 
ing of Ruddell’s station on Hinkston’s Fork of 
ane, and remained in captivity, with them, till 
released ut Wayne's treaty in 1795. During this 
time (15 years) the Indians carried on a trade with 
the British at Detroit : they took the scalps of men, 
women and children,and sold them to the British. 
for which they received large presents. Iwas dur. 
ing that period frequently ont with the Indians, in 
battles against the Big Knives, for so they callec 
gue Americans, and the scalps ef the slain were 
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ı gress assembled, That nothing in the proviso con- sels in the porta and harbors ofthe U. States for af mernment of West Florida, not subsequently re- taken to the British and received by them with alk 


the triumph of joy and victory. When theysaw 
the scalps they would say, * well dune my “good. 
children !—Fhese very Big Knives have always 
been bad people, and are your great father’s ene- 
mies; But your great lather will, by aud 6y,send 
a large army and cut them off, and will give you 
your country again ; and all the possessions oithe 
Big Knives shall be yours : So go on my good. 
children ! Come, this is what your good father 
gives you for killing his enemies and yours.” 
“Chus the Indians were eontinually furnished with 
arms, ammunition and clothing, and went on so, 
till the year 1793, or 4, Lam not certain whiéh.— 
About this time the Indians said, ‘our father does. 
certainly tell stories, and does not intend to help 
us. Our young men are killed every day, and we 
see no pi =spect of help from our great fathers :—. 
This by and by does not bring back the lives of our 
young men !—We see our country taken from us 
moie antl more, and we cannot prevent it. We 
haa better make peace with the Big Knives, it will 
save the lives ofour young men and preserve dur 
country. At any rate it cannot make us any 
worre, and we will not mind this by und by any 
longer.” The Indians then sent outiheir messen- 
gers toall thetribes who were then engaged in war 
with the Big Knives, to request them to meet in 
council at thefork of the Oglaze river, the inten- 
tion of which was to sue for peac The British 
hearing that peace with th: Big Knives, was the 
object of the Indians, sent a messenger with these 
words Come my good children,we hear that you 
are going to hold a biz council ; I want youto 
come and take your seats close to me where I can 
feed von. You know a father ought to feed his 
children and the childıen ought to obey their fa- 
ther.” The Indians obeyed and went to the Bri- 
tish garrison where they were fed plentiſully.— 
Here the Indi” 15 sat in council and concluded to 
bury the tomahawk and to make a final peace with 
the Big Knives. The Buitish tried to prevent this 
and urged Qe indians to war, but in vain. They 
rermined resolved for peace till a certain day in 
which the Biitish officers came and said, .“ Good 
neus! good news ! Your great father’s son, the 
young king, is come, and you shall hear him talk. 
You won't believe us, you shall hear him for 
yourselves,he will be hereto morrow. lle camo 
accordingly with great pomp, and addressed the 
Indians as follows : “Good children, I have come 
a great way to see you and to let you hear my 
words, Iam sorry to hear that my children are. 
goin: to sell themselves to their enemies & mine. 
I hope my children will mind what I shall say to 
them, I vou make peace with the Big Knives they 
will take your women and caildven and make 
slaves of them. Oh my children ! { hope you will 
believe ine and fight our enemies; take your to- 
mahawks again and fight. ‘There are enough of 
you here [there were 4,000} to kill all the Big 
Knives in the world. If you are not able to go & 
night chem at their homes, you can prevent them 
from settling your country, by killing them as 
fast as they can settle. We will find you in every 
thing you want to kill them with. Leas not help 
you now as | would wish, as Iam at war on sea, 
but that will soon be over, and then I will send an 
army that will be able to sweep the country and 
drive them [the Americans] in droves into thie sea!

Knives should send men Against yuu, Line bee 


1000, or 1500 men here, who shull always be ren- 
dy to help you, &e.” This speech excited the In- 
dians to commence the war whoop throughout 
the whole camp, and also influenced them that 
same full to engage in that memorable battle in 
which St. Clair was defeated. When returning 
from that slaughter with all the triumph of victo- 
ry, the Indians thanked their great father for his 
zood advice. When hearing of the approach of 
Vayne, the British urged the Indians to fight a- 
gain : reminded them of the great victory they had 
over St. Clair, & told them they had cannon now 
oftheir own, and that they should be supplied 
with men, powder and ball, which would enable 
them to take all the forts on that side of the Ohio, 
&c. About 2,000 Indians, marched and attacked 
Fort Recovery, but Wayne having previous 
found and taken the cannon, the Indians and Bri- 
tish were prevented from using them in this bat- 
tle as they had intended, J] there saw a British 
officer shoot, tomahawk, afd scalp a white man. 
The Indians not suceeding and having losta great 
many men returned, and scattered every one to 
his home. Wayne pursued them and bu ned 
some of their towns ; the Indians {led to the Bii- 
tish garrison for relief; Wayne sent a flag with 
conditions of peace ; the Indians were willing to 
accept ofjts terms, but weve again prevented by 
the British telling them Wayne was afraid of 
them. They told the Indians they had Wayng 
in their own country’, and reminded them of the 
romise of their young father, and said what he 
had told them was true; they said the Indians 
should have the fort and men to help them. 
Wayne marched to the garrison the evening or 
the morning previous to the battle, before the 
commencement of which the British rolled out se- 
veral barrels of lead and guu powder, out of which 
1 filled my horn. >, 
a British officer by the name of Caldwell with 
a company ofabout forty men, was in the battle 
against Wayne. Several of these men were kilk 
ed in that engagement. They were dressed and 
painted like Indians, and could not easily be-dis- 
tinguished from them,

Friends & Fellow-Citizens, . 

Having been honored by the gentle- 
men who have the management of the day, witha 
request to present to you some remarks on the 
subject of the memorable events wnich we are as- 
senibled to celebrate have to premise my reóvet 
that my powers are so uncqual toa task which 
might require the most superior abilities. 

The objects of this\day’s contemplation are 
dear to us lis the jubilee of the Sons of Colum- 
bia. To view an assembled nation of freemen, 
collected in different sections of an immensely 
extensive Union, pouring forth their grateful ac 
knowledgments tu a noble and numerous list ef 
worthies and heroes, who have the desert wild 
of the Indian and the once safe retreat of feroci- 
ous quadrupeds to yield to the powerful action of ci- 
vilized man, and become the seat of elegance and 
abundance so superior to the ordinary enjoy- 
menis of created beings, that the demon of Euvy 
could no longer permit the quiet returns ef a la- 
borious preparation. Io view these worthies and 
heroes called forth in the majesty of offended pow- 
er, tn redeem their invaded privileges and to res- 
cue ſrom the ruthless hand of tyranny, the rights 
to which nature and nature’s God had entitled 
them; and with the favour of a just omnipotent 
Providence, so using their small means of defence 
as to withstand aud finally defeat the exertions 
of the then most pewerful nation of Europe, nid- 
ed by the hired slaves of a petty despot, and the 
savage cruelties of barbarous hordes of butchering 
Indians: Vo contemplate a scene like this, is 
surely a delight which the philosepher and the 
moralist will find sanctioned by every principle 
which can cement the bonds of philanthrepy and 
social-communion. A scene like this, the United 
States of America this day presents. 

In all ages of the civilized world, nations have 
adopted the practice of commemorating events, 
which the peculiar habits of each might render 
most conspicuous fer their grandeur, the benefit 
of their consequences, or for the importance of 
infixing a sacred regard to the principles which 
may have been held and established by their au- 
thers. But when compared with the glorious 
objects which this day attract our attention, how 
trifling, hew insignificant do all former causes of 
national celebrations appear ! To gratify a ruler, 
whose fearful power is but the effect of unjust u- 
surpation of rights, which nature had distributed 
equally to all, and whose mouldering clay must, 
in the short space of human life, revert to its ori- 
ginal state of inanimate dust ; to rejoice in the 
blood of enemies, shed in contending for a master 
to a province, or in determining whether a pre- 
sent incumbent ora bold rival shall be decked 
out with the insignia of royalty, and receive the 
abject obedience of minions equally willing to dei- 
fy either successful claimant: these have been 

enerally the objects of national celebrations: — 
But wich us, the cause of human nature and of 
human reason—a revelution from political extinc- 
tion to the glorious eminence of an example and 
a pattern to all the nations of the globe; in fine, 
the perfect establishment ofa political code, found- 
ed on the- immutable laws of nature, written in 
the substance of patriots and the best blood of 
martyrs, and sealcd in the devoted attachment of 
their numerous and encreasing progeny ; a code 
teaching universal emancipation from the legalis- 
ed oppressors of the carth, claims our warmest 
expressions of rejoicing. 

The history of the invasion of the rights of A- 
merica by the British government, is yet toofresh 
in our recollection to require a recital. Those 
however (if any such there are) yet ignorant of 
their unjust pretences and practices, 1 would re- 
fer to a narration, which, though concise, con- 
tains more numerous and atrocious instances of 
oppressien, than it has ever fallen to the lot of any 
other nation to experience in the same period. 1 
allude to the Declaration of INDErENDENGE, a 

roduction as honorable to the head and heart of 
its author, as disgraccful to the government whose 
it faithfully represents, 

To these injuries, our gallant ancestors, depen- 
dent as they were on this faithless nation for most 
of the necessaries and comforts of life, did not he- 
sitate to oppose the firm front of determined free- 
men. Deficient .in all the essential aids to war, 
they resolved to risk their fate on this last chance 
ofescape. To men who had resorted to the wilds 
of uncivilized forests, to enjoy that liberty which 
this parent state no longer afforded ; tomen who 
had braved the dangers of the elements, and the 
still greater dan of inhospitable barbarians, 
whose known rule of warfare ts an undistinguish. 
ed destruction of all ages, sexes and conditions, 
this alternative was natuval, Such men were our 
fathers. Expres in a cause in which the future 
happiness and importance ofevery son and daugh. 
ter of America were involved; guided through. 
out by the hallowed flame of Liberty and equal 
rights, they resolutcly pledged their lives, their 
ferturfes, and their sacred honor, for the majute,

nance of those principles which they had pra- 
claimed to the world to be the object of their con- 
test. i $ 

The superior skill and preparation of a cruel 
enemy, long laid waste the fair est portion of this 
smiling count v. The roar of cannon—the flames 
of burning cities—the plunder of property dis- 
closed by domestic traitors—the hervid yell ofthe 
hired savage, roving the scattured ſrontier to earn 
his expected wages from a Christian Aing, for the 
scalps of helpless and unoflending women and 
children, were objects thot could not appal the 
stout hearts of men determined to live free, or dic 
in the last dike They, liked as a band of bro- 
thers joined, returned to the charge if defeated, or 
pursued the favorable moment of success, till wez- 
ry a contest, in which her character and her 
purse had sustained an equal shock, the British go- 
vernment yielded to the impulse of necessity, and 
terminated their struggles by an acknowledgtaent 
of the Independence of our country. 

The most natural reflection that suggests itself, 
on a recollection of the difficulties and final suc- 
cess of the Patriots who atchieved our glorious re- 
volution, is, that they must have been guided by 
motives which can enable the human mind to 
bear up under fatigues, dangers and losses, which 
in other cases would seem to unsure defeat.— 
These men were not of gigantic furm, or ef Her- 
culean strength: No, my iriends, (was not their 
corporeal superiority over their adversaries—their 
merit in that case would have been less. ‘The 
habits of our ancestors were moral, industrious 
and temperate ; withal they were devoted to that 
free exercise of political rights, the violation of 
which had driven them from their native shores 
tofind an asylum for the idol of their worship,— 
Their labours were amply compensated; they 
found this deity of their devotion able to inspire, 
in such protectors, firmness commensurate to 
their danger. In the host of America, the la my 
of liberty blazed with refining power : under its 
sacred influence the blind could walk; the lame 
ceased tu limp ; the sick no longer felt the shac- 
kles ofhumanity: ‘I'he hallowed soul of freedom 
animated with a god-like zeakthe advocates ofr 
righteous cause, andas if clothed with the spiritu- 
al habiliments of ctherial beings, the impediments 
of men: carthly creatures seemed unable to resist 
them, The vital e of political life, the 
breathing voice of Independence, sustained the 
shocks of adversity, und led the champion on. 

The love of liberty, then, operating on the mo- 
ral and social habits of our ancestors, was the 
cause of their wonderful exertions. Mere, Ame- 
rican, is a lesson for you. You wish to know 
how to preserve that character to which you 
claim a birtk-vight from yeur patriot fathers :— 
Cultivate that love of liberty which characterised 
them ; imitate their private virtues ; practise their 
industry, economy and temperance. Revolving 
years have swept avay most of these whom the fate 
of war had spared trom the sword. Few are 
they, whoin time has left as the pride and exam- 
ple vfa second generation. | Oh, my fellow citis 
zens, cherish them; the hoary locks of the vete- 
ran, silvered id hard struggles for our repose, 
claim the just reward of iis toils—the gratitude 
and benediction of his rescued countrymen. Let 
the affectionate regards of a happy people, smootł 
the last steps of 2 path, which, for their benefit, 
has been heretofore traced through briurs and 
thorns :- ict his honored destinies here, teach an 
outline of that perfection and consummation ef 
felicities, which a future and a better world Las 
prepared. Look then to your vevolutionary fa- 
thers, "There you find no pattern for the ambi- 
fous man, who would supplant superior worth; 
there you find no pattern 2 the selfish man, who 
would live for himself, to the exclusion of his 
country and its concerns who would sufler the 
activity of its enemies to be successful, while he 
was heaping his coffers with the fruit of his inglo- 
rious labouxs. A republican of every order in so- 
ķcicty has rights secured by the constitution— 
"tis therefore the duty of every individual to un- 
derstand, at least, his own rights; and under- 
standing them, he is imperiously bound to attend 
to their proper administration. E 


At che termination of the arduous struggle for 
independence of foreign government, the sages 
of America found it necessary to model a consti. 
tution and form of pin which should 


permanently establish the enjoyment of that liber- 
ty which had cost them so dear a price. Vari- 
ous were the projects which were suggested by 
the very men who had so lately been united in 
resisting the encroachments of a foreig wer. 
The great division, however, into which t ey re- 
solved themselves, was, that of the advocates of a 
form, republican in name, but bordering too much 
on the principles of monarchy and aristocracy ; 
and that of the advocates of a form, republican in 
effect, and encroaching less on the individual so- 
vereignty of the States. The immediate result of 
their deliberations, was a constitution, which, 
with the amendments since made to it is justly 
esteemed the pride and the glory of the free sons 
of America. From the opposite opinions, how- 
ever, which then actuated the different members 
of our common cauntry, have arisen those politi. 
cal distinctions which now embrace the whole: 
people of this Union. The man, who is elevated 
by the accidents of fortune and education, ma 
sometimes think himself entitled to greater privi- 
leges and exclusive promotion; butto the unbi- 
assed yeomanry of the country, the constitutional’ 
equahty of rights must ever he the rallying point. 
The unity of our government, in its present form, 
is a main pillar in the edifice of oui real Indepen; 
dence, the support ef our tranquility at home, our 
peace and respectability Stiro : We should dis- 
countenance whatever may suggest even a sus- 
suspicion that it can in any event be abandoned, 
and indignantly frown upon the first dawnings 
of an attempt to aleniate any portion of our coun- 
try from the rest, or to eulecble the sacred.ties 
which link together the various parts. These 
are the instructions ofthe father of his country, 
the great, the good, the immortal Wasn v. 
But this edifice in its present form is large c- 
nough, a: d sufficiently commodious ; we wish 
not to sce apartments constructed for the recep- 
tion ofa President and Senate for life, or of other 
officers independent of the people, the only sonree 
of ligitimate pawer—Frequent elections are the 
ouly means of security to a free people that their 
delegated powers shall not be abused. There 
may indeed be seasons, when the ordinary duties 
ofthe government may be augmented—when the. 
caveful hand of the lala may sparingly 
deal out the constitutional means of meeting pres- 
siug necessities. ‘I'hese seasons generally. occur 
when the genuine friends of the country are ac. 
lively alive to its interests, and therefore are less 
to be dreaded. lu times of difficulty and danger 
the atriot is awake, his thoughts are turned with 
fond anxicty to his country, the wily perfidiona 
arts of domestic enemies escape not his observa. 
tion, and his readiness to'resist often prevents the 
existence of danger. The great security for à 
continuance of our happy institutions, is to be 
found in an enlightened public opinion: The 
greatest mischicfte be dreaded, is from the hands 
of the uninformed, Nr on by the designing. 
Every effort to mischief will be masqued under 
the viel of superior attachment and sogacity, and 
prosecuted with the zeal of enthusiasm thai sober
